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Anti-Cartel Law Strengthened 


The house of commons has done 
&@ good day's work in strengthen- 
ing the Combines Investigation 
Act. The changes will make it a 
more potent instrument in the 
hands of Combines Commissioner 
McGregor in maintaining free and 
unrestricted trade within the 
dominion. 

Two of the more important 
amendments resulted when John 
Diefenbeaker, Progressive Conser- 
vative member for Lake Centre, 
Sasktachewan, and Justice Mini- 
ster St. Laurent did a little 
combing themselves.

U.S. Hits Labor Racketeers 


Rather to the surprise of 
|most American observers, Presi- 


dent Truman has signed the Hobbs | 


,;anti-racketeering bill. He had 
previously vetoed the somewnat 
similar Case bill. His official 
| statement does not make clear 
|what he considered the essential 
difference between the two mea- 
; sures. 
The new legislation is de- 
signed to check interference 
with interstate commerce by rob- 
bery and extortion. It forbids 
anyone to obtain money or other 
|valuables "by wrongful use of 
jactual or threatened force, vio- 
|lence or fear", and it applies 
| specifically to labor unions and 
their officers. A supreme court 
|decision in 1942 had declared 
unions exempt from the ordinary 
federal legislation against 
racketeering and extortion. 
Although this legislation 
does not “vouch the main problems 
lof labor unrest, it may help to 
end certain grave abuses which 
have grown up during the past 
generation. It should discourage 
the use of violence and threats 
of violence to obtain concessions 
in labor disputes, and the em- 
ployment of the strong-arm men, 
or "goons", who have become a 
regular feature of industrial 
warfare in some cities. It should 
also check the activities of 
tain shady U.S. union leaders 
who have regularly extorted money 
from employers and others by 
threatening them with strikes or 
boycotts. It is also undoubtedly 
idesigned to prevent the outright 
jcapture of union locals by or- 
ganized gangs of criminals--a 
|thing which has happened all too 
|frequentiy, especially in New 
York and Chicago.

SYRIA CALLS ON SWEDEN 


By Pertinax 


PARIS 
A Swedish military mission 
will go to Syria shortly on the 
invitation of the government at 
Damascus and will devote itself 
to the task of welding together 
the various elements of the 
Syrian army and the Syrian 
police into efficient forces. 
Thus, barely a few weeks after 
French and British troops have 
been withdrawn from Syria, there 
comes from the Syrian cabinet 
an open admission that it needs 
outside nelp to overhaul the 
Syrian state and to bring it up 
to something approaching modern 
| standards of government. 
Besides the army, the consta- 
bulary and the police, other 
|} branches of Syrian public ad- 
|ministratiom require external 
,assistance. It has already been 
recorded that high ranking of- 
ficers of the British army were 
| authorized by their superiors 
in London to retire from the 
service with the colors--perman- 
ently or temporarily--and to 
accept assignments as advisers 
to some Syrian ministerial 
department--transportation, 
| foreign trade, wheat board, and 
!so forth. Others are taking up 
posts of responsibility in pri- 
vate businesses. 
The impending arrival of the 
| Swedish military mission tops 
the transformation which has 
been going on in Syria. The post 
tion once held by the French--a 
position rooted in a special 
relationship through the cen- 
turies--falls to the Scandina- 
| vians and British. This will 
| probably be the first contact 
of Swedes with western Asia, 
and it will be interesting to 
| watch the results.

Why tne Swedes have been 
;chnosen in preference to other 
foreigners is quite a story in 
jitself. It testifies to the fric- 
tions continuing between France 
land Britain in that part of the 
world. British representatives 
in the Levant were quick to

In Washington how- 
jever, for one reason or another, 
ithe Syrian request fell upon 
deaf ears. Finally, the Swedes 
were called upon to fill the 
gap.

Kills Lake Fish 


Most humans avoid the oder of 
decaying fish but when a body of 
fresh water gives off the unpleas- 
ant effluvium it also gives rise to 
rumors that the water with the 
offensive smell has been officially 
condemned. But if more humans 
would take an interest in their 
marine resources there would be 
Iss odor, less rumor and happier 
life for both humans and fishes 

THIS WAS THE substance of a 
complaint received recently by The 
Bulletin regarding a rumor that 
the waters of Pine Lake, a popular 
resort in the Red Deer district, had 
ben condemned 

The writer, H. H. Fisher, says 
that the rumor which has been cir- 
culating the country s absolutely; 
unfounded, and that it was caused 
by a number of perch dying in the 
lake this spring 


Taking steps to spike the riimo! 


Mi Fisher got in touch with the 
Fish and Game Association and 
their reply, quoted by Mr Fisher 


explains the situation 


“THIS SORT OF thing happens 
in nearly all our shallow lakes per- 
—— 'otically and it has to do with the 
seasons when the lake is absolutely 
sealed by ice conditions and then 
heavy snow falls 

The content of oxygen is lower- 
ed by such natural hazards and the 
rise of aquatic gases, without any 
release by way of an inlet or out- 
let, forms between the ice and the 
water; is forced back into the lake 
proper and hence kills the fish 
life 

“We have had the same thing oc- 
cur at Mere, Cooking, Ministik, 
Hastings and lots of other lakes,”
